Public Defender Will Work 
For Marin As Elsewhere 


Congress will soon be asked bv Attorney 


General Herbert Brownell to establish in all 


federal district courts a s\stem of public de­ 


fenders, paid from federal funds to represent 


poor persons charged with crime. 


Public defenders ior federal courts had 


been advocated bv at least two of Brownell's 


predecessors as Attornexs General, present 


Supreme Court Justice Jackson and the late 


Justice Murphy. 


The activities of federal public detenders, 


confined to federal courts, would supple­ 


ment but not conflict with the public de­ 


fender systems in operation,in almost 30 
state, countv, and citv jurisdictions-includ- 


ing the entire states of Connecticut and 


Rhode island and much of California. It is • 


at present under consideration for Marin 


County. 


In addition, Legal Aid Societies provide 


free legal services in certain circumstances 


in many areas, and in many jurisdictions 


courts assign to the indigent paid or volun­ 


tary counsel. 
But Emoiy A. Brownell of the National 


Legal Aid Association has pointed out in a 


survey made for the American Bar Associa­ 


tion, that in eight states provision for as­ 


signed counsel is made*only in cases involv­ 


ing capital oftenses. Assignment of counsel 


in criminal cases is mandatory in only 18 of 


the other states; in 22 states counsel is as­ 


signed at the discretion of the court or at 


the specific request of the defendant. 
The A.B.A. standing Committee on Legal 


Aid Work in August made a report recom­ 


mending: "In all of the larger cities there 
should be an organized defender service for 


criminal cases, conducted either as a coordin­ 


ating function of a Legal Aid office, or as an 


independent publicly or privately supported 


agency, to provide competent counsel at 


every stage of the proceedings in all felony 


cases and other serious offenses.” 


* Two bills providing a public defender 


svstem in federal courts vs ere studied by the 


House Judiciary Committee at the 1953 ses­ 


sion of Congress. The National Legal Aid 


Association convention in Washington on 


Oct. 28 went on record lor new legislation 


along that line. The group recommended 


that a public defender have the power to 


pursue an appeal as far as he deems neces­ 


sary, and it raised the question whether a 


public defender should be an appointive of 


the court before whom he would appear. 


Los Angeles County in 1913, by charter 


provision, was the first jurisdiction in the 


nation to establish the office of public de­ 


fender. The defender there now has a staff 


of 15 deputies, two investigators, and five 


clerks, all on fixed salaries under civil ser­ 


vice. The office performs civil as well as 


criminal services. 


Public defender svstems have since been 


set up in five other California counties and 


in the cities of Los Angeles, San Francisco 


and Oakland.

I use a great deal of money 
of my own, or anything I can get 1 
my hands on." 
Samish said he spent money 
from (he California State Brewers 
Institute in a similar fashion. He 
once told the Kefauver committee 
the Brewers’ fund amounted to 
$130,000 a year. 


NO TAX REPORTS 
Faulkner asked if Samish was 
ever interested in any one par­ 
ticular candidate. 
“Yes," he replied^ "representing 
the brewing industry, I have tre­ 
mendous interest in • practically ' 
every constitutional officer and 
every member of the Senate and 
Assembly.” 
He said he never has included 
in his tax returns any money con­ 
tributed for political purposes by 
the brewers or any other source.

Science Distills 


Fresh Water 


From The Sea 


BERKELEY (U.P)—Scientists at 
the University of California say 
they are getting “encouraging re­ 
sults” from distilling experiments 
which they hope may some day 
provide the nation with unlimited 
fresh water from the seas. 


Everett T. Howe, director of the 
sea water demineralization proj­ 
ect at Richmond, said yesterday 
that results so far indicate fresh 
water can be produced at cheap 
prices 
under 
conditions 
which 
exist in some parts of California. 
But, he warned, many technical 
problems still stand in the way of 
a practical commercial process of 
distillation. 


A solar distiller and a low-tem­ 
perature - differenpe 
combination 
power plant and still are the two 
types of plants used in the ex­ 
periments Howe said. 


Howe said up to 100 gallons of 
fresh water a day has been pro­ 
duced from the solar still for over 
a year. Nearly 2,000 gallons a day 
can be recovered from the low- 
temperature - difference 
distiller, 
using waste, warm water, he said. 


At present, according to Howe, 
units of the solar distiller are too 
expensive 
and 
complicated 
lor 
practical application.

Let’s go to an Authority session 
at the Preston School of Industry 
and hear Stark give older teen­ 
age boys such admonishments as: 
“You’re the size of a man. You 
had better stop acting like a boy.” 
“You’re no longer at the age 
when we can treat you like a 
little boy.” 
Each boy Is introduced formally 
to Authority members, who sit 
across the table from where he 
sits and mix in smiles with their 
questions and their advice. They

talking over a day of school with 
a child of their own. 


TOOK HEROIN 
One boy admitted taking heroin 
four or five times a day before he 
was picked up.

Interest And Understanding Will Aid 


Small Child In Learning To Read 


I is a very complicated business. The 
methods most teachers use require 
that a child have a “m ental age” 
development 
of 
six 
years 
six 
| months or over. “M ental age” often 
is different from ordinary chron­ 
ological age. The way to tell m en­ 
tal age is have a qualified ps3'chol- 
ogist give an individual m ental 
test. Your first grade teacher prob­ 
ably has already given a group 
■ m ental test, but you should not 
rely on it. Group m ental tests fre­ 
quently are inaccurate. Hire a psy­ 
chologist to give the test. You will 
j find psychologists in all the larg­ 
er cities, and on the faculties of 
' colleges and universities. Be sure 
to have .the psychologist mail a 
complete report to the first grade 
teacher. Then she ll have a better 
idea of how to help your child. 


Are you helpmg or hindering 
him? Only you can answer this. 
Do you punish him for not remem­ 
bering words? Yell a t him, scold 
j him, get sarcastic with him over 
I his reading? Then you are hinder- 


j ing him. You are creating such a 
fear of reading th at he may never 
j learn. You should show interest, of 
I course. You m ight reward his good 
efforts, and praise him for his ac­ 
complishments. But no pressure, 
please. No pressure at all. 


Q Are there other ways to teach 
reading by which children of 4 
or 5 cpuld learn? 
A Yes. but they require a great 
j deal of individual attention. They 
: don’t work with ¿lass groups «uch 
I as we have in our school«. 


Know a first grader who is 
sweating over hi^ reading? Maybe 
failing? Then this is for you to­ 
day. Each year thousands of first 
graders fail to learn to read. Of­ 
ten their failure has lifelong con­ 
sequences. Bad consequences. One 
of the goals of my life is to pre­ 
vent their failure. 
You may be able to keep the lit­ 
tle one you love from failing if 
you’ll find the answers to these 
question« : 
Does your child have any phys­ 
ical defects th at hinder his read­ 
ing?

Equal Pay For Equal Work 


Not Universal In Practice 


WASHINGTON (U.R) — Today’s 
working woman has more Jobs to 
choose from and more chances of 
advancement than her sister of a 
few years ago. But she still is a 
victim of the double standard in 
salary. 
Those are some of the findings 
in a Department of Labor study of 
women’s role in business and in­ 
dustry, politics and government. 
Its conclusions are covered in a 
publication called “Status of Wom­ 
en in the United States, 1953,” by 
the Women’s Bureau. 
Today, three of every 10 women 
work. A record 19.000,000 hold some 
sort of Job, whether its an am­ 
bassadorship, a congressional post, 
or a white collar spot. 
More married women and older 
women, are showing up in the 
labor force. 
“Never more than now have 
women enjoyed a free choice in 
the kind of work they do,” the 
publication states. 
“The number of wmmen employ­ 
ed as private household workers 
has declined rapidly since 1940,” 
the Bureau reports. Before the 
war, 18 per cent of the working 
women were household help; the 
figure now is 10 per cent. 
Salaries have not kept the pace 
with the other improvements the 
survey shows. 
“The median income of women 
. . . has risen only slightly in the 
postwar period, from $901 in 1945 
to $1,045 in 1951, while that of 
men rose from $1,800 in 1945 to 


about $3,000 in 1951, latest year 
recorded . . . by the Bureau of the 
Census,” the publication says. 
Part of the double pay standard 
is the women’s fault. 
“Women workers still tend to 
congregate in occupations tradi­ 
tionally employing women . . . at 
a relatively low wage scale,” the 
Bureau reports. ” . . . while the 
principle of equal pay for equal 
work is generally accepted in the­ 
ory, it is by no means universal 
in practice.” 
Women's chances of advance­ 
ment are fewer than men’s, but 
the bureau found that “the tradi­ 
tional attitude is breaking dowm 
as more and more women prove 
themselves capable of handling 
positions of responsibility.” 
In politics, women do better at 
the state level than nationally. 
The number of women in state 
legislatures totals 286, an all-time 
high. Another 31 hold state-wide 
elective positions. But only 12 
women are in Congress. 
The Bureau says, however, that 
since President Eisenhower took 
office, women have been appoint­ 
ed to one cabinet post, two ambas­ 
sadorships, and several other high 
government offices.

Tribute To Late Sen. Robert Taft 
Described Fortunate Human Being 


A man 1 know named Dick Hy­ 
man started many years ago col­ 
lecting boners in the news, freak 
laws still on the statute books, 
divorce oddities and strange old 
epitaphs. Now he puts them into 
books and makes a lot of money. 
You’d suppose that if there ever 
would be a subject that Ameri­ 
cans woula be serious about it 
would be inscriptions on tombs. 
But headstones from Maine to 
California prove that our fore­ 
fathers retained a sense of humor 
even when burying their dead, as 
witness a gem from Vermont: 
"I put my wife beneath this 
stone, 
“For her repose and for my 
own.” 
To prove that this uxorial senti­ 
ment is not confined to New Eng­ 
land, here’s one from Alabama: 
“Benesh this stone my wife 
doth lie, 
“She’s now at rest—and so am 
V 
My favorite comes from Maryland 
and 
I 
don’t know whether it 
marks the resting place of a man 
or a woman. It says; “Here lies an 
atheist, all dressed up and no place 
to go.” 


Epitaphs don’t figure much in 
the modern scene, at least not on 
tombstones. But sometimes an as­ 
sociate of a prominent figure will 
utter w'ords that the dead man 
might have been proud to claim 
as his epitaph. Such a tribute was 


paid to Sen. Robert A. Taft after 
his death last summer. 
“He wasn’t afraid to die,” said 
a friend, and then added: “But he 
knew he still had work to do in 
the world.” 
# 
The two sentences described a 
fortunate human being—a man 
who didn’t fear death, because he 
believed in life hereafter, and yet 
one who knew he could keep busy 
and useful for a long time to come. 
Here is a wonderful formula for 
happiness that I wish I could 
patent and distribute to a dis­ 
contented world. 
Senator Taft suffered defeats 
and sometimes those defeats hurt. 
Interviewing him during his last 
campaign for nomination for the 
presidential candidacy, I asked, 
"And if you don’t win, what?” 
“Why I ’ll go right on, of course,” 
he said. “Defeat isn’t new to me. 
I'Ve lost before.” 
He lost, again, but he still had 
work that he believed w'as import­ 
ant to his country and the world, 
so he did go right on. Senator 
Taft moved in a larger arena than 
yours or mihe. But it is useful 
work also to darn a husband’s or 
son’s socks, to iron the cotton dress 
of a working daughter, to bake a 
chocolate cake for 
the 
family 
coming home at the end of a busy 
day. 
I can think of nothing I would 
rather have said of me than that 
in my lifetime I had never ceased 
to be useful, and that I had not 
feared the end.

YOUR HEALTH 
Many 'Sideswipe' Fractures 
Could Have Been Avoided 
By HERMAN BUNDESEN, M.D. 
“Sideswipe” fractures are be­ 
coming more and more common 
as automobiles become a necessity 
rather than a luxury. 
We are seeing more and more 
fractures of the elbow, particular­ 
ly the left elbow, due to the side- 
swiping of cars while the driver 
has his elbow protruding from the 
window. Fractures of this type are 
also seen in children who put their 
elbow out of buses or other vehicle 
windows. 
. SEVERE WOUNDS 
These w'ounds are, in most in­ 
stances, very revere and, in many 
cases, amputation of the arm may 
be forced by the injury. 
Often, there is a great amount 
of shock accompanying the frac­ 
ture and this must be treated hn- 
med-ately. This is done by the 
physician giving plasma or blood, 
in order to build up the blood 
pressure and bring back the fluids 
that have left the blood vessels. 
IMPORTANCE OF CLEANSING 
The wound is usually very dirty 
and the fracture is most often of 
an open type, with the bone pro­ 


truding from the torn flesh. The 
utmost care is needed in cleansing 
the wound, as there is danger of 
developing lockjaw or tetanus. For 
this reason, tetanus anti-toxin is 
given. 
Many of these fractures must 
be repaired by the physician in 
the operating room through sur­ 
gery, in order to effect an ade­ 
quate 
cure. 
Many 
months 
are 
usually spent in casts or in bed 
with different types of immobili­ 
zation carried out to keep the 
slow-healing fracture at rest. Since 
a joint is involved, it is very rare­ 
ly that completely normal func­ 
tion is returned to the arm. 
Drivers and passengers must be 
urged not to rest their arms on 
the ledges of car windows. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S.P.: I have a cracking on the 
bottom 
of my feet constantly. 
What would you advise? 
Answer: This may be due to ex­ 
tremely dry skin or ringworm of 
the feet. The use of lanolin or 
some other lubricant applied over 
this part of the skin will be of 
great help.
